JONES PROTESTS HIS INNOCENCE. 
Jones is a typical African of a low grade of 
intelligence. He is about 5 feet 9 inches in 
height and chunky in build. He weighs 
about 170 pounds. He has the face of an 
animal, low, broad forehead on which the 


hair encroaches; wide, expressionless eyes, 
a fiat nose, very thick lips, 4 
square jaw and ears that stand 
at right angles to his head. His hands and 
finger nails were full of dirt. He is thick 
of speech and not quick witted. In his cell 
at the Fifth District station he discussed his 
arrest and its sensational features in a man- 
ner wholly emotionless. His dress was a 
pair of well worn jeans pants, a blue check 
shirt, a black coat and a gray cap that sat on 
the back of his head. 
No, I didn’t do this thing.“ he 
said: I always walk over Hoyle avenue to 
work. I scrub and clean up fora lady on 
Olive street. This morning, on my way to 
work, a man ran after me and threw rocks 
at me and the crowd caught me and brought 
me back to the old wowan, who sald I was 
the man. Thenthey put a rope around me 
and I guess they would have killed me if the 
police hadn’t come. Inever saw the woman 
before in my lite, I guess it will go hard with 
me though. This is the second time.

MRS. MAY’S STATEMENT... 

Mrs. Ma y madethe following statement to 
a Post-DIsPaTcH reporter at the Four Courts.

OFFICER DUNDON’S STORY. 
Officer Dundon, who saved the negro from 
being swung up, givesa graphic account of 
the scene. ‘‘It was the first time I ever 
regretted being on hand at the right 
moment. sald the officer. ‘‘l] was walking 
my beat on Vandeventer avenue and Olive 
street when J. A. Piummer, a contractor liv- 
ing at 621 Boyle avenue, rode up to me on 
horseback and told me of the intended 
lynching. I took his horse and drove to the 
spot. There wasan angry crowd around the 
negro. He was lying in the middle of the 
road. Therope was about his neck, the 
noose under his chin. His hands were pin- 
ioned and Bivins had hold of the slack end 
ofthe line. It was very cold this morning, 
but when up to 
that negro were beads 
of erspiration as big as strawberries 
standing out on his forehead and the water 
was streaming down his fate. He was the 
most scared man Jever saw in my life, and 
he had reason to be. He shook likea leaf 
and lay on the ground like he had not 
strength to move. He appealed to me for 
protection, and I told him it was my 
duty to save him. I had my star 
and uniform on and I had to protect 
him, but it was an unwilling task. The 
crowd shouted a good bit, but they lacked 
nerve and a leader or they would have had 
him dangling before I got there. They gave 
him up quietly, and ter Mrs. May had 
identified him I brought him to the station, 
assisted by Sergt. Sommers and Officer 
Lynch. I then went back for Mrs. May and 
brought her to the Four Courts to swear out a |

The Assistant Prosecuting Attorney as soon 
as the facts were placed before him 
sat down and wrote out an 
information charging the negro with 
Assault with intent to ravish. The warrant 
was sworn to by Mrs. May before William 
Fitzgerald, Deputy Clerk of the Court 
of riminal orrection. The warrant 
was placed inthe handsof the Sheriff and 
served on Jones, who was transferred from 
the Fifth District Police Station to the jail. 
NOT HIS FIRST OFFENSE. 
Down South they burn at the stake or hang 
to the nearest tree, negroes or white men 
who attempt to denle women. In Missouri 
the same crime is punished by a year or two 
in the penitentiary. This morning’s assault 
is a direct outcome of the latter system 
of punishment. One month ago 
George Jones passed through the 
gates of the penitentiary at Jefferson 
City a free man after having served eighteen 
months for the perpetration of a crime 
which he attempted to repeat this morn- 
ing. About ark on tne evening 
of Dec. 8, 1881, while Mrs. Charles 
A. Graber of Cabanne , e was returning to 
her home she was a prea by Jones at a 
lonesome part of the Areet. He threw his 
arms about her and forced her to the ground, 
but her screams attracted a crowa 
and the negro was frightened 
off. At the trial a very 
sensational scene was enacted, the lady’s 
husband attempting to Kill the negro in the 
court room. He was defended by Lawyers 
John D. Johnson and M. u. Cahoon, who got 
him off with a two-y *sentence. He was 
convicted and sententel March 22, 1892.

C. & A. Trainmen’s Inhuman Neg- 
lect of Wrecked Passengers. 
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Aid Denied to Eighty Suffering Human 


Beings Near Namecki. 
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BARBABIC FEATURE OF LAST NIGHT’S 
WRECE ON THE WABASE. 
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& Whole Train Leaves the. Track Owing 
to a Defective Switch—The Cars Take 
Fire and Many Passengers Narrowly 
Escape Roasting—Corrected List of the 
Injured. 


The Banner limited vestibule train No, 5 
of the Wabash road, due in this city from 
Chicago at 6:15 last evening, was wrecked by 
a broken frog at Nameoki, seven miles 
north of East St. Louis. It 
was composed of engine, cafe, 
parlor car, chair car and three day coaches, 
and every car was filled to its full seating 
capacity with the exception of the cafe. 

Fortunately no one was killed, but in the 
neighborhood of eighty persons were in- 
jured, but none, it is believed, fatally. 

The train’s carded time is forty-three miles 
an hour. It left Chicago forty-five minutes 
late, but had instructions not to at- 
tempt to make up the time, as 
there were no connections at this end 
until s p. m. Consequently it was bowling 
along at regulation velocity when there was 
a sudden slackening of speed that threw 
everybody forward, then a violent bumping 
over the ties, and quickly following these 
premonitory symptoms, an overturning of 
the frst three cars and a sudden stop. Ihe 
occupants of all the cars were hurled to the 
front ends and jammed together in a strug- 
gling, writhing mass of humanity. The gas 
went out and in the dark women shrieked 


and men vainly endeavored to extricate 
themselves. Some had broken bones, and 
cut and pruised headsand bodies, others 
were stunned and all were helpless. The 
overturned cars were lyingon their sides, 
having rolled into a ditch six feet below the 
track, and the passenaers crashed through 
the side windows, cutting themselves in 
many instances with the glass. 
The first of the three day coaches remained 
upright, but stood across the track and the 
two cars behind it maintained their natural 
positions. 

_ THE TRAIN TAKES FIRE, 
The cooking range in the cafe set fire to its 
surroundings and the car was soon ablaze. 
The ten occupants scrambled out as best 
they could and the people in the other 
cars were all taken out before the fire, 
which did not make rapid progress along the 
line, reached them. Ihe cafe, parlor and 
chair car sWere consumed, but the fire 
hausted itself when it came to the first day 
coach, so that the last three cars were 
saved. ro es

LEFT THEM TO SUFFER. 
While the train was burning and the con- 
sternation and suffering of the passengers at 
its greatest a train of the Chicago & Alton 
road, running on a parallel track, 


passed the wreck and proceeded on its 
course to St. Louls. The tracks are not 100 
feetapart, and in the glare caused by the 
burning cars the condition of affairs could 
be plainly seen by the engineer and other 
trainmen. But notwithstanding the urgent 
necessity for assistance the C. & A. sped on- 
ward and leit the victims of the catas- 
trophe to their fate. Conductor Menk 
in discussing this phase of affairs 
said to-day: ‘elt was a heart- 
less display of inulfference. They might 
at least have stopped to take the injured on 
to the city. As it was all those wounded 
ople had to remain where they were for 
hree hours, waiting fora special which was 
made up here and sent down to bring in the 
eople from the wreck, It was three hours 
efore we got aboard and started for St. 
Louis.“ Another injured man sald: ‘‘The 
GC. 0 Be people didn’t know what 
might be the result of the accident. The 
cee were burningand the passengers ware 
tillin the wreck. We could nud no axes or 
anything with which to burst inthe sides of 
the cars aud extricate those within. The 
trainmen could have helped to get those peo- 
ple out, but the engineer stoodin the gang- 
way and looked at us as he went by, but 
made no motion to stop.“ 
In this city it was learned that there was 
no occasion for great haste on the part of 
this train, as there was no train dus over the 
track for at least two hours. 
THE PIN BROKE. 

The derailing of the cars is said by the Wa- 
bash officials to have been due to the break- 
ing of a pin which binds the rails 
together near a frog. This caused the 


rails to part at the frog and when the engine 
came alone the front wheels jum the gap 
but the driving wheels spread it farther open, 
so that when the eafe car came it Jumped the 
track. The engine broke loose from the cafe 
and remained onthe track, @ severance 
caused the air brakes to be applied 
to the impetus of he train 
and it was materially checked. It is 
thought that this prevented the loss of many 
lives. The fact that the engine wenton and 

t out of the way was also very fortunate, 
or it it had come to a sudden stop the cars 
would doubtless have been telescoped.

It only 
affected asmall number of survivors of the 
Mexican and Indian wars and had been 
recommended by ex-Commissioner Raum 
and ex-Secretary Noble, The most important 
feature of the bill, however, was the clause 
permitting these survivors to secure bounty 
they had earned. 

The bill aroused some of the old war spirit. 
Julius Cesar Burrows of Michigan opposed 
the one-armed ex-Confederate veteran, Col.

The love-smitten gardener took the girl's 
dismissal very much to hea@ft, and went to 
the Count and Countess Blucher, begging 
them to reinstate the girl in her former posi- 
tion.

The necessity 
for improvement in this direction was made 
known by an editorial which appeared in the 
issue of the Post-DisraTou for Sept, 28, last. 
and which cited an instance of 
whore a young girl 17 years 
old, accused of larceny, was for seventeen 
hours confined in a cell in the holdover at 
the Four Courts and obliged to associate 
with and listen to the conversation: of de- 
based and fallen women and men, hardened 
incrime and every form of vice, who were 
locked up in the game place. No proof of 
the girl’s guilt of the charge against her 
could be obtained, and she was snbecquent! 

released. Had she been guilty of the of- 
fense charged it would have deen 


her first deviation from the paths of honesty, 
and certainly her reclamation could not 
‘have been effected by placing her in direct 
contact with the class with whem she was 
forced to associate during her temporary in- 
carceration. 

The need of some provision being made to 
meet the requirements of such cases as the 
one quoted have long existed and been often 
pointed out. Children ofthe most tender 
years, young girls, often entirely innocent 
ot any wrong doing, and first offenders of 
every class, must, under the present 
state of affairs, occupy the same room and 
frequently the same cell with the most de- 
based and debauched companions. A few 
days of such surroundings, where the un- 
fortunate are obliged to listen to the vilest 
of language and to witness the most disgust 
ing sights, too often serves to render them 
callous and to send them forth fittedto dip 
deeper into crime. 

In both the holdover and City Jatl mach 
the same stateof affairs prevails. Separate 
cells are reserved for women, but all are in 
the same room and the goings on in each cell 
are in plain viewofthe others. Half a dozen 
women and girls are frequently placed 

romiscuously in one cell, while the adjoin- 
Ng one, separated only by a slight board 
partition, may be occupied by a similar 
number of men, who may be locked up for 
offenses ranging from drunkenness to 
murder. In the jail the women’s cells 
occupy three tiers in the corner of the build- 
ing, and are guarded bya fine wire screen, 
allowing perfect vision, placedin front of 
the rails on each story. The women are 
herded promiscuously together, and are sep- 
arated only from actual contact with the 
male prisoners. Women in jall are also un- 
provided with the opportunity to take any 
exercise, even walking being denied them. 

The cagesin the court-rooms, where the 
prisoners are kept while awaiting their 
trials, are still worse in ar- 
rangement. Men, women and children 
are placed indiscriminately together while 
waiting for their cases to be called. The 
„Black Marla, as the vehicle which car- 
ries prisoners to the various city lastitutions 
is called, is unprovided with any means for 
separating the sexes. 

Matron Harris is occasionally called upon 
to take charge of some unfortunate girl or 
woman or child, generally in cases in which 
the prisoner is suspected of having run 
away from home. Suspects of crime are 
placed in her keeping, as the rooms 
are deemed insecure in case of any 
attempt to escape. The accommodations at 
her disposal are, however, very limited, and 
but one or two individuals can be taken Care 
of atatime. 

Several ladies, headed by Miss Beeson of 
the High School and Mrs. Nobie, are seeking 
for some method which willl provide a rem- 
edy for the existing state of affairs. Nothing 
definite has as yet been decided upon, but 
the ladies will visitthe jail and promise to 
start an agitation which they hope will re- 
sult in better provisions being made for the 
care of such prisoners.

Born in the First Stone House 
Erected in St. Louis. 


Benjamin Chouteau Sanford died at 2 
o’clock this morning in his 59th year at his 
residence, 4218 West Pine boulevard. His 
death was due to pieurisy, an affection of 
the heart and a general complication of dis- 
eases. For the past few weeks Mr. Sanford 
bad been confined to his bed, but he appeared 
to be mending until last night, when he took 


a turn for the worse. 

Mr. Sanford was born on Main streetin the 
first stone house ever erected Louis. 
The building afterward being occupied by 
the old State Band. His mother was 
formelry Miss Emily Chouteau. sister of 
Charles P. Chouteauand Mrs. Julia Matt. 
He was her ‘only child. His father John 
Francis Adams sanford wasa nephew of 
John Adams, the second President of the 
United states, after whom he was named. 
After the death of Mr. Sanford’s mother, his 
father married a Miss Davis of New York, an 
aunt of Freddie Gebhardt. She is 
still alive and IL aA resident 
of Paris, Frunce, where Mr. Sanford has a 
half-brother and half-sister living, the latter 
being the wife of Count Maurice Sala, for 
years Secretary of the Freuch Legation at 
Washington. 

Mr. Sanford himself married Miss Lousia 
Berthold of this city, a daughter of Pierre A. 
and Virginia E. Berthold, who survives him. 
He also leaves four children, Pierre Chouteau 
Sanford, Virginta Berthold sanford, irene 
Chaffee Sanford and Benjamin Chouteau 
Sanford, Jr. 

For over twenty years Mr. Sanford was a 
resident of New York, returning to st. Louls 
ony a few years ago. He was a man of 
means and never engaged in any active busi- 
ness. He was one of the founders and for a 
long time was President of the Old Home 
Circle, and was prominent and very popular 
in social and club life. He also took a great 
interest in athletics, and was a director of 
the Pastime Club. He owned a half biock of 
property on Olive street at the northeast cor- 
ner of Seventh, and had other valuable real 
estate holdings.

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MAJORITY RULERSHIP. 


Senator Voorhees rightly denounces the 
declaration of the principle that it re- 
quires practically the unanimous assent of 
the Senate before a billcan become a law, 
as ‘frevolutionary and dangerous.“ The 
ultimate rule, the registry of the will of 
the majority in legislative acts, when all 
proper checks and safeguards in defense 
of full deliberation, free debate and the 
rights of individual members have been 
exhausted, is the corner-stone of repub- 
lican government. To nullify this prin- 
ciple is to destroy all potencyin popular 
government and render it ineffectual for 
governmental purposes, 

But Senator Voorhees errs in laying the 
blame for the apparent powerlessness of 
the Senate majority upon the minority, as 
he errs in assuming that a remedy must be 
sought in a constitutional amendment. 
When the Senator demands of the minority 
permission to vote in order that majority 
rulership shall be vindicated} when 
he asserts that minority obstruction 
is solely responsible for the fail- 
ure of the Senate to act, he 
affirms and assents to the very principle 
which he denounces as revolutionary and 
dangerous. He asks the minority to con- 
cede what the majority has the right and 
should have the power to assert. The 
essence of majority rulership consists tin 
the majority’s power to assert the right to 
vote and register its will at the proper 
time and to compel the munority to cease 
obstruction. 

No amendment to the constitution is re- 

quired to confer the power of asserting its 
will upon the Senate majority. The con- 
stitution provides that each House may 
determine the rules of its proceedings. 
The framers of the constitution presumed 
that the Senate would provide itself with 
rules which would enable it to proceed. 
They certainly did not dream that it would 
sacrifice the fundamental principle of 
parliamentary law and of popular govern- 
ment in deference toa foolish notion of 
courtesy. They could not foresee that a 
constitutional provision guarding the ma- 
jority against the power of the minority 
would be required. 
If the people must vote an amendment 
to the constitution compelling the Senate 
to transact business and providing it with 
rules to enable it to reach a vote, the peo- 
ple would better abolish the Senate at once 
as auseless body of weaklings and im- 
beciles.

THE WHIPPING POST. 


Inacharge to a grand-jury Judge Ry- 
land of this State suggested that the Leg- 
islature be memorialized in favor of the 
establishment of a whipping post 
for the punishment of certain 
classes of petty criminals with whose 
cases it is difficult to deal under the ordi- 
nary penalties prescribed by law. 

The suggestion has met with some favor 
from the interior press of the State. Many 
plausible arguments may be brought for- 
ward in support of the whipping post. It 
offers a cheap and easy mode of dealing 
with minor offenders. It relieves the State 
and communities from the cost of support- 
ing offenders of this type, while punishing 
them. It is true that the vagrants and 
criminals guilty of petty offenses who are 
brought to the police courts are often in- 
different to jail punishments: Some of 
them seek jail sentences in order to avoid 
work and get free food and lodging. In 
some cases such as wife-beating and others 
in which cruelty is the offense, whipping 
seems the most fitting mode of punish- 
ment. 

But all the arguments in its favor are 
fairly overcome by considerations which 
oppose the revival of the whipping post. 
The experience of mankind has steadily led 
away from the infliction of corporeal pain 
as a means of effecting reform or enforcing 
respect for the law. It has been found 
that fear of the lash which would appear 
to be an effectual preventive of crime does 
not prevent it. Whipping debases and 
hardens the criminal, It is never a meas- 
ure of reform and all of the progress in 
dealing with law- breakers has been in the 
direction of methods looking to the rec- 
lamation and uplifting of criminals and 
vagrants, of putting hopein their breasts 
and stimulating a desire to do better. 

But one of the worst features Of the 
whipping post is its brutality and the 
effect of that brutality upon all concerned. 
Not only does it brutalize and degrade the 
offender, but it brutaliges the wielder of 
the lash and the co ity in which the

The friendly suit’’ which resulted in 
placing the Union Pacific Railway in 
charge of receivers appears to have been 


The 
road was built altogether by public money 
or by means of public guarantee, for which 
the Government took the company’s obli- 
gations. These now amount, principal 
and interest, to about 5135, 000, 000. The 
main duty of successive managements of 
the property has been to evade the pay- 
ment of the interest on these obligations, 
and they have been very successful indeed. 
The Government has paid on interest ac- 
count 571, 000, 000 to make good their 
guarantee, the company having paid not 
one dollar of interest on the obligations 
indorsed by the Government. 

The bonds fall due in 1894, and some 
very honest and energetic work will be 
needed to protect the Government from 
totalloss. The lien is upon the main line 
only, and the company has loaded this 
down with obligations of branch lines 
built or bought,and to which the wreckers 
will try to give precedence over the Gov- 
ernment claims. 

In this situation much depends upon 
the Attorney-General of the United States. 
If he is man devoted to the public, de- 
termined to use every means to pro- 
tect. the general good, he can per- 
haps save something at least from 
the wreck. If on the other hand 
he is a man whose sympathies are 
all with the monopolies and combines, if 
his mind has been warped by too long as- 
sociation with the men who make fortunes 
by unlawful deals and trades, if he has 
come to look upon every effort to compel 
corporate monopoly to pay for its privi- 
leges and obey the law, then he will 
probably let the Government case go by 
default and stand idly by while the plun- 
derers get away with what is left of the 
booty. 

Mr. Cleveland’s Attorney-General will 
be watched with great interest by the 
whole country during the progress of 
these cases.

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MR. BULL UNMOVED. 

Americans, while rejoicing in their vic- 
tory, have been disposed to sympathize a 
good deal with Mr. Bull because he came 
so far and tried so hard, and because Lord 
Dunraven himself accepted defeat in so 
manly a way. 

But Mr. Bull, it appears, needs no sym- 
pathy whatever. His assertion that the 
Vigilant isa mere trick boat, that could 
not cross the ocean, so comforts him that 
he does not at all realize that he has been 
beaten. 

And perhaps Mr. Bull ought not to feel 

that he has been outsailed. The Ameri- 
can yacht might have been defeated, and 
the defeat would have had no particular 
effect on this country. We have no col- 
onies to please and no subjugated peoples 
to make believe that we surpass the rest of 
the world in all things. It is different 
with Mr. Bull. Itis of the greatest im- 
portance that the belief in his su- 
periority and powers should be main- 
tained over a territory upon which 
the surf never sets. What if a na- 
tive of India were to hear of the result of 
the recent test of Mr. Bull’s marine excel- 
lence, and should say: O Sahib! a rumor 
is abroad that thou hast been outstripped 
in a great race on the seas. How can that 
be when thou art the foremost mar- 
iner of the age, with invincible 
fleets and innumerable guns, from 
the mouths of which latter so many 
of my rebellious countrymen have been 
fired?’’ Mr. Bull must of course respond: 
‘*O thou benighted heathen! Knowest 
thou not that these foolish Yankees have 
won no race? Knowest thou not that the 
trick of the centerboard and the illegiti- 
mate expansion of canvas are naught? I 
is plain that thy ignorance of nautical 
contests unfits thee for the reception of 
accurate intelligence thereof.’’ 
And so the faint hope of the subjugated 
Indian that Mr. Bull is not so great as he 
pretends to be, is dashed. Mr. Bull’s ex- 
planations are satisfactory to himself and 
to his subjects everywhere. He is still the 
great builder and floater of navies and 
nothing that may occur shall be permitted 
to lead the world to suspect that he is not 
first on sea and land.

Merchants and Monopoly. 
To the Editor ofthe Post- Dispatch: 

**Merchant’’ Is surprised at the apathy dis- 
played over the consolidation of the Merch- 
ants’ and Eads bridges. 

Great Scot! What does he expect? If 


*‘*Merchant’’ will kindly put on his thinking 
ca p and use it le can prove to his own satis- 
faction that under present conditions neither 
the Merchants’ Exchange, the Commercial 
or Mercantile clubs nora few public-spirited 
citizens can do aught to protect the rights of 
our citizens and the interests of the city. 

To break upthe terminal or any other rall - 
road monopoly requires something more 
than a few straggling protests and res- 
olutions. It is freely admitted that the 
Government can do some things better than 
individuals, and that individuals can do cer- 
tain things better than the Government. 
Experience has taughtus that individuals 
are nottobe trusted with thecontrol and 
management of public highways and there- 
fore it is a proper function of society to main- 
tain and control for its members all public 
ways forthe transportation of persons and 
property, and transmission of intelligence; 
and alsoto maintain and control all public 
ways in cities tor furnishing water, gas and 
all other things that necessarily require the 
use of such common ways. 

Let the Government attend strictly toits 
own functions and wails of distress about 
consolidations, monopolies anda kindred 
social diseases will never be heard of. Let 
individuals stick to legitimate business and 
neither Merchant nor any one else will have 
occasion to proclaim that corporations are 
notoriously soulless, are consclenceless, 
pachydermatous.’’

thousands who crowded around the station 
and packed the platform near it, and enthuse 
Siastically shouted vive la Russe. 
Admiral Avellan and the officers who ac- 
companied him stood up in the carriages 
awaiting to escort them to the military club, 
and replied tothe cheers of the French by 
crying: ‘‘Vive la France.“ 
Some idea of the number of persons assem- 
dled around the Gare de Lyon may be gath- 
ered from the fact that the police admit that 
at least 100,000 were assembled around the 
railroad station mentioned, and every large 
and small street leading to the military club 
was dlack with men, women and children, 
shouting for Russia and for the Czar. 
The thoroughfares were dazzling with 
flags, flowers,streamers, etc. It was with the 
greatest difficulty that the police could keep 
the road clear, and ut times the enthusiasm 
of the French was worked up to such a pitch 
that the Russian officers looked alarmed as 
they continued their triumphant progress to 
the military club. Sogreat was the excite- 
ment caused by the arrival of tho Russians 
that it was found impossible to move their

A Morphine Fiend at the City Hospital

ves, I negotiated the sale of Yo Tambien, 
Dolle McCone, Callie Ferguson and Noretta 
from Theodore Winters, the millionaire Ne- 
vada turfman, to ‘Plunger’ Chris Smith, 
proprietor of the Kendall stable,’’ said Harry 
White last night. Smith had requested me 
to secure Warren Leland, who was then ru 
ning at Garfield Park, but Warren had bee! 
sold a few hours previous to Jockey Rows, 
who refused to part with him. In talking 
the matter over with Smith I made the re- 
mark he cou purchase four high-class 
mares for a song, and named the above four. 
I told Chris while at St. Paul that Mr. Win- 
ters, through his agent Grant, now at the 
Fair Grounds, had priced his entire string in 
training then, composed of nine head, at 
$25,000, but five had been sold and he could 
purchase the remaining four for $165,000. 
When he was through racing Yo Tambien 
she would bring $5,000 for a broodmare, while 
the other three would average $1,500 apiece. 
In other words he was paying $5,500 for their 
running qualities. It struck him favorably, 
and I then introduced bim to Grant at 
Smith’s request. A conference took place 
and Smith offered $14,000 for the quartette. 
G ant wired Theodore Winters in Nevada, 
who telegraphed tne following day to accept 
proposition. Smith gave me 32,000 in cur- 
rency and adraft of deposit on the Chicago 
National Bank for $12.000. I had New York 
exchange for the amount made out in Grant’s 
name as agent for Winters. The horses were 
turned over to me andI shipped the car in 
my name to Nasbville, where Huffman took 
charge of them. Huffman has made a fortune 
out of them—nota penny less than $40,000— 
all of which he has saved. If Smith 
had taken care of his stakes and purses 
he would be a very wealthy man to-day. 
Smith and Huffman made a strong team. One 
was a first-class capable trainer, while the 
other would bet all he had, though I have no 
doubt Chris got the hot end of it many a 
time. Callie Ferguson and Noretta are both 
in foaland wintering at Nashville, while the 
turf world knows what wonderful campaign- 
ers the other two, especially Yo Tambien, 
have been. What didI getout of the sale? 
Not the price of a car ticket.
